TOWN MEETING — MARCH 14, 1961 
Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Town of Nelson 


The meeting was called to order by the Town Moderator 
who then read the Town Warrant and the following articles 
were voted on. 


Article I—To choose all necessary town officers: 


The following were nominated for the office of Town 
Clerk to serve for one year: 
Mrs. Priscilla Walter 
Mrs. Maxine Dobson 


A total of 76 votes were cast making 39 necessary for 
choice. Mrs. Walter received 35 and Mrs. Dobson 41. Mrs. Dob- 
son having been elected was duly sworn in by the moderator. 


The following were nominated for the office of Road Agent 
to serve for one year. 
Mr. Edward Murdough 
Mr. Clyde Hutchins 


A total of 78 votes were cast making 40 necessary for choice. 
Mr. Murdough received 21 and Mr. Hutchins 57. Mr. Hutchins 
having been elected was duly sworn in by the moderator. 

The following officers were also elected and were duly 

sworn into office by the moderator.

Article 1H—The amont of $12,925.00 was raised to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year. 


Article IiI—The amount of $417.49 was raised as its 
share of T.R.A. construction costs. Five locations were given 
by the Selectmen as possible sites for use of T.R.A. in 1961. 


Article [V—The amount of $12,000.00 was raised for the 
repair of highways and bridges, $5,000.00 of which will be 
for summer maintenance and $7,000.00 for winter maintenance. 


At this time it was voted to pass over article V and take up 
Article XXIV. 


Article XXIV—The Zoning Ordinance as presented at 
the Special Town Meeting February 15, 1960 was read by Mr. 
Arthur Iselin. 


A motion was made to reconsider said Ordinance. There 
were 56 votes cast making 29 necessary for choice. There were 
32 votes cast for yes and 24 votes for no. The motion prevailed. 


A motion was made that this question be taken up at a 
later date at a Special Town Meeting and that preliminary 
meetings to be held prior to the Special Town Meeting. 

Passed by voice vote. 


Article V was then re-opened—It was moved by voice vote 
that Mr. Michael Plaut be recognized as representing Mr. 
Williams. Mr. Plaut spoke briefly. 


Amendment to article: To see if the town will delete the 
words “discontinue and” from said article. The amendment 
was adopted. 


A written ballot was requested on motion. 50 votes were 
east with 26 necessary for motion. 21 votes were cast for yes 
and 29 for no. Motion did not prevail and Article V was de- 
feated. 


Article VI—The sum of $1000.00 was raised for the recon- 
struction of Cabot Road.

Article VIJI—The sum of $100.00 was raised to help de- 
fray necessary and proper expenses of Old Home Day, and 
$50.00 was raised for the same purpose for Memorial Day. 


Article VIJJ—The sum of $1938.00 was raised as its fair 
share of the operating costs of the Elliot Community Hospital. 


Article [IX—The sum of $123.00 was raised for the support 
of the Monadnock Region Association. 


Article X—The sum of $250.00 was raised for Civil De- 
fense purposes. 


Article XI—The sum of $200.00 was raised for the con- 
struction of and maintenance of fire trails and water holes. 


Article XI1J—The sum of $1000.00 was raised for the main- 
tenance of the Fire Department. 


Article XJJI—The sum of $536.00 was raised for the pur- 
chase of fire hose. 


Article XTV—The sum of $200.00 was raised for the furth- 
er repair and renovation of the interior of the Town Hall. 


A report of the committee was read by Mrs. Janet Tolman. 


Mr. Harvey Tolman was nominated to serve on the Town 
Hall committee, replacing the late Mr. Albert Quigley. 


Article X V—The sum of $100.00 was raised for the support 
of the Town Library. 


Article XVI—It was voted to raise the sum of $500.00 
to add to the Reserve Fund, it being understood that no with- 
drawal either from principal or accumulated interest may 
be made except by vote of the Town for the purchase of new 
road equipment. 


Article XVII—It was voted to accept the sum of $100.00 
as a trust fund from Anne Bonnet, the interest therefrom to 
be used for the perpetual care of two lots in the cemetery. 


Article XVIII—The sum of $600.00 was raised for the 
maintenance and improvement of the cemetery. 
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Article XIX—The town voted to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to appoint a Cemetery Board consisting of 5 persons, 
3 of whom at all times shall be the Trustees of the Trust Funds 
as duly elected; said Cemetery Board to govern the operation 
of the Town Cemetery and to-establish regulations concerning 
the operation, care, maintenance and improvement of the Town 
Cemetery. 


Article XX—Article passed as read authorizing the Ceme- 
tery Board to sell burial lots in the Town Cemetery. 


Article XXI—It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow on the credit of the Town in anticipation of taxes. 


Article XXII—It was voted to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to sell at public auction to any proper buyer any and 
all parcels of property conveyed to the Town by Tax Collect- 
or’s or other deeds, and to execute, acknowledge and deliver 
appropriate deeds thereof. 


Article XXIIi—It was voted to approve the following 
ordinance: During the period from December 1 to the following 
April 1, no vehicle shall be parked or stored upon any public 
highway or right of way in the Town of Nelson. Any vehicle 
so parked or stored shall be deemed abandoned and in violation 
of New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 266, 
and may be removed or towed away at the expense of the 
registered owner of said vehicle. 


Article XX V—Other business: It was moved that the Town 
authorize the Tax Collector to reinstate the twenty cent penalty 
for late payment of poll taxes on the poll tax bills, and that 
the date when such penalty shall accrue will be after December 
1 of each year, instead of after September 1 of each year as 
in prior years. 


A letter was read by Mr. Balch that is sent to the new 
residents of the Town of Nelson to acquaint them with the 
location to town buildings and names of town officers. 


The following resolution was accepted as read: 


Whereas we, as residents of the Town of Nelson, realize 


that the non-resident property owners of the town contribute, 
in tax payments, a major part of the expenses of maintaining 
the town, and whereas, they are not permitted to participate 
in our annual town meetings and 


Whereas we feel that it is very desirable that said non- 
resident property owners have some knowledge and under- 
standing of the various aspects and problems of town main- 
tenance, and be afforded an opportunity to discuss said 
problems with the residents of the town, and express their 
opinions and views in relation thereto, 


Therefor be it resolved that we, the residents of the Town 
of Nelson do hereby request our board of Selectmen to select 
a date during the coming summer when it seems that many 
of our non-resident property owners will be in the vicinity, and 
invite them to join us, the residents, on that date, at a Town 
Meeting Caucus, so called, to be conducted in the general form 
of a regular Town Meeting. 


The following motion was adopted as read: No machinery 
hired for repair and maintenance of the highways in the Town 
of Nelson shall be hired for more than the pay rate set by 
the State Highway Department of New Hampshire, except 
in case of emergency. 


The following motion was accepted as read: That the 
Town of Nelson pay the existing state rate of $1.33 per hour 
to all town help and that the Road Agent be paid at the rate 
of $1.75 per hour. 


Meeting adjourned at 5:25 P. M.

The second installment of $2000.00 due on the equipment 
note was paid together with interest amounting to $200.00. 


A hearing to discuss the feasibility of adopting regula- 
tions for zoning was held but no action was taken. 


Due to the interest of Mr. Clyde Hutchins the town was 
the recipient of a rebate of state gasoline taxes, amounting 
this year to $242.02. 


For the first time, on the evening of August 25, 1961, a 
pseudo Town Meeting was held for the benefit of our non- 
resident taxpayers.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY BOARD 


Early in 1961 the Cemetery Board met and agreed upon 
plans for the gradual development of the new section of 
the cemetery. At that time a scale drawing of this project 
had been prepared by Mr. Kenneth Corey and approved by 
vote of the Town. 


Since several people had expressed, to our cemetery Su- 
perintendent, their wish to purchase lots, it became necessary to 
make a detailed survey in order to locate lots as indicated 
by number on the plan. Also the survey was needed to re- 
locate the road through this section in order to provide max- 
imum use of the area and adequate access to all lots. The 
survey was completed by Mr. Corey early in the summer. 


Several copies of the original plan have been made and 
it is hoped that in the future an accurate and permanent 
record of all lots will be maintained. 


During the fall some work was done in the process of 
relocating and building the road but considerable amounts 
of gravel and loam are still needed. We hope funds may 
be available to complete road construction as soon as possible 
because delay prolongs the unsightly appearance of the area 
and requires repeated removal and relocation of reference 
points. 


We recommend that the Town appropriate $600.00 this 
year for the general maintenance and improvement of the 
cemetery. 


One hundred dollars ($100.00) has been received for 
the sale of lots. This amount is being held by the Cemetery 
Board and will be applied to the “maintenance and improve- 
ment of the cemetery” in accordance with the vote of the 
Town at its 1961 annual meeting. 
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We are grateful to the Selectmen and Road Agent for 
most helpful counsel and cooperation extended to us during 
the past year.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE 
DIRECTOR 


The year 1961 has, because of the greater world unrest, 
made the need of Civil Defense become of greater importance 
to the general public. Your Director has endeavored to keep 
abreast of changing ideas and methods of the protection of 
the public in the event of enemy attack. 


It is assumed that all residents have received thru the mails 
a copy containing the latest instructions for emergency pro- 
cedure as furnished by the Department of Defense; it is highly 
recommended that all persons familiarize themselves with the 
contents of this booklet. 


The annual Civil Defense test was covered by your D1- 
rector and staff and all recommended procedures followed. 


Through the state office of Civil Defense and the New 
Hampshire Distributing Agency surplus properties having a 
value of $514.34 were secured at a cost to the town of $39.60. 


In addition through the matching funds program, equip- 
ment was purchased for use on Fire Department and C. D. 
vehicles at a considerable saving. 


As always all agencies that your Director has been in 
contact with have been most helpful and cooperative especially 
the staff in the State office of Civil Defense at Concord.

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REPORT OF THE NELSON FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


Your fire department is pleased to report no serious losses 
occuring during the past year. 


Among the various calls answered was a fire at the town 
dump. This fire could have been very serious but was brought 
under control by a good turn out of men and an abundant 
supply of water made available by a nearby water hole 
constructed during the past year. 


Quick response by the men at one of the house fires pre- 
vented what could have been a total loss. On arrival the fire 
had burned into a partition and broken out through the clap- 
boards. Water carried on the trucks prevented further damage 
as there was no water available on the premises. 


Several fund raising projects by the department during 
the year have made possible the purchase of additional equip- 
ment such as boots, raincoats and a booster hose fog nozzle. 
We have also purchased two Scott Air Paes. 


Having completed numbering of all the town roads we hope 
to get more houses numbered this year. 


Under a separate article the department is requesting 
funds for 21% inch hose which we feel is very necessary. 


Fire training films are another new feature at our meet- 
ings. These have proved very helpful to us in learning new 
and improved methods of fire fighting. 


Our meetings are held at 7:30 the first Wednesday of 
each month and visitors are always welcome to attend.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE OFFICER 


Over 200 hours were spent by police officers in enforcing 
law and order in the town in 1961. 


Three serious accidents were investigated by local and 
state law enforcement officers. As a result of these accidents, 
two persons were hospitalized. Two trips to the hospital were 
made by the police department. 


Two eases of non-licensing of dogs were investigated and 
two cases resulted in having to restrict the dogs to leash. 


No vandalism was reported during the past year and prop- 
erty damage from automobile accidents was down from last 
year. 


A regular patrol was maintained on week-ends and the 
roads were patrolled intermittently during the week. These 
patrol systems, we feel, helped to hold down our accident rate 
to some extent. Many motorists were stopped and warned 
about violations and one motorist was taken to court and 
fined for speeding. 


We feel that it should be noted here, that more motorists 
would have been taken to court, had it not been for the expense 
for which the town might have been liable. 


The town police officers wish to thank the townspeople 
for their cooperation in helping to keep the accident rate 
down by observing the speed laws.

To: Selectmen of Nelson 

The Nelson Planning Board, acting as a Zoning Com- 
mission under the authority given it by law hereby reports 
that on July 26, 1961 it filed a preliminary report relative 
to the zoning of the Town with the Town Clerk; that upon 
that preliminary report it has conducted two public hearings, 
one at the Town Hall in said Town on Monday, August 21st, 
1961, and one at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, 
August 22nd, 1961. Since the public hearings, the Planning 
Board has held two meetings to discuss the opinions expressed 
at the hearings. It was the unanimous opinion of the members 
of the Planning Board that the hearings were attended prin- 
cipally by people known to be in favor of zoning and that 
a majority of those opposed to zoning did not attend the hear- 
ings and indicated their lack of sympathy with zoning by not 
attending. 

Members of the Board were again unanimous in feeling 
that as a result of their own conversations with people in the 
Town that a new Proposed Zoning Ordinance would have little 
chance of adoption at the present time. 

The Board therefore feels that before presenting a new 
Proposed Zoning Ordinance to a Town Meeting, an effort 
should be made by members of the Board, the Selectmen, and 
others interested in zoning, to explain the purposes, usefulness 
and necessity of zoning to those now opposed to it in order 
to make adoption of an Ordinance a reality.

To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town of 
Nelson qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Munsonville School 
in said district on the 9th day of March 1962, at 8:00 o’clock 
in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the en- 
suing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to 
be received from the state foundation aid fund together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 
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9. To see if the district will vote to authorize the school 
board to enter into a tuition contract with Keene School Dis- 
trict for tuition at Keene High School at the rate of $515. per 
pupil or to other approved high schools. 


10. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of seventy-five dollars ($75.) to be used as matching 
funds for Federal Aid under provision of the National Defense 
Educational Act, for use in science and mathematics, and to 
approve the acceptance of Federal funds. 


11. To see if the District will vot to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25.) as the district’s share 
of support for educational TV Channel WENH. 


12. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two thousand three hundred thirty-four dollars 
($2,334.) to send eighth grade pupils to the Keene Junior 
High School in Keene for the school year of 1962-63. 


18. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.) to be used for inside 
painting of the school building. 


14. To seeif the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.) to be used for play- 
eround improvement. 


15. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before this meeting.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 


OF THE NELSON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
March 10, 1961 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 P. M: by the 
moderator, Francis W. P. Tolman, in the Munsonville School. 
As the Clerk was not then present Mrs. Mildred G. Quigley 
was appointed Clerk protem. Approximately sixty-three voters 
were present. 


After the reading of the warrant, the Articles were acted 
upon as follows: 


Article I Francis W. P. Tolman was elected Moderator 
for the ensuing year with one ballot cast by the Clerk. 


Motion: By the School board, moved and seconded, “That 
the Town Checklist of Voters shall be used at all School District 
meetings.” Passed by voice vote. 


Article IT EHleanor J. Upton (Mrs. F. E., Jr.) was elected 
Clerk for the ensuing year with one ballot cast by the Moder- 
ator. 


Article II] Roger M. Tolman was elected a Member of 
the School Board for the ensuing three years with one ballot 
cast by the clerk. 


Article [V Elizabeth Wilder (Mrs. Alden H.) was elected 
Treasurer for the ensuing year with one ballot cast by the 
clerk and duly sworn in. As the regular Clerk arrived, the 
previously elected officers were now sworn in. 


Article V Motion: Motion by the School Board: Moved 
and seconded “That we pass over this article as its content is 
considered under Article 8.” Passed by one vote. 
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Article VI The following reports were given: Roger M. 
Tolman—that the school property deeds were in satisfactory 
condition. Sidney F. Partridge—that his findings as auditor 
proved the school accounts generally sound. Maxine Dobson 
(Mrs. Joseph)—for the Playground Committee—that some 
work has already been done on the grounds—that the School 
Board has accepted a bid of $250.00 for loam and seeding to 
be done before July 1—and that it had been decided that a 
fence was impractical. 


Article VII Sidney F. Partridge was elected Auditor for 
the ensuing year with one ballot cast by the Clerk and was 
duly sworn in. 


Motion: Moved and seconded: “That the present Play- 
eround Committee consisting of Mrs. Joseph Dobson, Mrs. John 
Walters and Leonard Frazier, continue as before.’ Passed by 
voice vote. 


Article VIII Motion by the School Board: Moved and 
seconded, “That Superintendent Clark and Helping Teacher 
Hewitt be invited to participate in our discussions of these 
articles.” Passed by voice vote. 


Motion: By the School Board, moved and seconded, “That 
the district raise and appropriate the sum of $27,823.77 for 
the support of schools, for the salaries of school district 
officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obliga- 
tions of the district, and to authorize the application against 
said appropriation of any sums as are estimated to be received 
from the state foundation aid fund together with other in- 
come; the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance 
between the estimated revenue and the appropriation which 
balance is to be raised by taxes by the town.” After some dis- 
cussion, a secondary motion was made by Mrs. Arthur Iselin, 
“That the motion be accepted as read.” Seconded and passed 
by voice vote. 


Article [IX Motion: Moved and seconded by the School 
Board: “That the District will authorize the School Board to 
enter into a tuition contract with Keene School District for 
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tuition at Keene High School at the rate of $515. per pupil 
or to other approved high schools.” Passed by voice vote. 


Article X Motion: Moved and seconded by the School 
Board: “That the District will raise the sum of $75.00 to be 
used as matching funds for Federal Aid under the provision 
of the National Defense Educational Act, for use in science 
and mathematics, and to approve the acceptance of federal 
funds.” Passed by voice vote. 


Article XI Motion: Moved and seconded by the School 
Board: “That the district raise the sum of $25.00 as the Dis- 
trict’s share of the support of educational TV Channel WENH.” 
Secondary motion by Raymond Huber; “That we pass over 
this motion.” Seconded but defeated by voice vote after dis- 
eussion. Secondary motion by Sidney Partridge, ‘That the 
original motion be accepted as read.” Seconded and passed 
by voice vote. 


Article XII Motion: Moved and seconded by the School 
Board: “That the District raise the sum of two thousand two 
hundred-eighty dollars ($2280.) to send eighth grade pupils to 
the Keene Junior High School in Keene for the school year 
1961-62.” 


Secondary motion by Mrs. Arthur Iselin: “That the motion 
be accepted as read.” Seconded. 


After a very lengthy debate with strong opinions expressed 
both pro and con, the Moderator ruled that we would vote by 
ballot. 


Secondary motion: moved and seconded, “That the Town 
Checklist be used at this time.” Passed by voice vote. 


Total votes cast—62 votes 
Necessary for choice—32 votes 
Yes—40 votes 
No—22 votes 
The motion carried. 





Article XIII Motion: Moved and seconded by the School 
Board: “That the District raise the sum of $300.00 to be used 
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for outside painting of the school building.” It was suggested 
that this work be put out for bids. The motion passed by voice 
vote. 


Article XIV Under “Other Business” the following were 
discussed : 


Cooperative School—Mr. Tolman used two charts to 
explain the original and new union in regards to the possi- 
bility of Nelson joiming this new set-up which is being or- 
ganized. A question and answer period followed with Supt. 
Clark answering many inquiries. A mimegraphed copy of the 
Cooperative cost figures was passed to those present. 


Motion: Moved and seconded: “That the School Board be 
instructed to call a Special District School Meeting on or 
before April 8th.’ Passed by voice vote. 


Motion: Moved and seconded: “That a Preliminary Meet- 
ing be held to preceed the Special Meeting. Passed by voice 
vote. The clerk suggested that School Meeting day be returned 
to the Saturday preceding Town Meeting as originally pre- 
seribed. The School Board and Supt. Clark agreed that it 
could be if so planned. 


Motion: To adjourn at 11:35 P. M.
